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Conservative Misstatements in Regard
to Disfranchisement Under the Recon~
struction Laws.

A COMBERYATIVE contemporary, in speaking of

the late eleotion in Alabama, at whioch, by an

overwhelming majority, her peopls voted for a

Convention, gays that ‘‘very few white men

voted, the most of them having been disfranchised

by Congress."

Now that the elections are over, we had
hoped that there would no longer be any ocea-
sion for indulging in such grosa perveraions of

the truth as that contained in the portion of

the above exiract which we have italicized.

Every Intelligent man knows, or ought to

know, that the Reconstruction ncts, so far

from disfranchising *‘the most” of the white
oitizens of the late Rebel States, really reavh
to only & very small cliss of those citlzens. It
baa universally®heen conceded by all, except
the most rampant Copperheads, that the
leaders of the late Reballion onght to be ex-
oluded from taking a part in the great work of
reconstruction. Andrew Johnson never uttered

o truer or more popular sentiment than when

he said that traitors must be made to take a

back seat in this business, and that the work

of reconstruction must be confided to loyal
bands, That he himself has proved treache-

rous to his own avowed  principles
does mnot render them the less true.
The 1loyal sentiment of the country

would have sustained Congress in going much
farthor Im the work of disfranchising Rebels |
than it saw fit o go; but Congress was liberal
and in a spirit of wige statesmanship songht
to strengthen the basis of the new politioal
communities of the South by enfranchisement,
rather than by disfranchisement, It recognized
the faot that the Rebel masses were, to a great
extent, the tools and viotims of their un-
sorupulous leaders, and it exercised towards
those masses & generous clemency. It dis-
franchised mone of the common people. It
excluded only those who, from theif position
in soolety, ocould properly be called leaders;
and even of them it disfranchised only those
who, having is some official capacity taken a
solemn oath to support and defend the Consti-
tution of the United States, afterwards broke
that oath by engaging in the Rebellion,

Now, just here let ns pauge a moment to
inguire whether this exclusion be not jast
and wige. What loyal man will say that
these Southern leaders, who for years and
years had been plotting the Rebellion, and
who fipally, in precipitating it, were obliged |
to do go over their own broken and dlsoarded
oaths, ought not to bs excluded from the fm-
portant work of reconzlructiont Ought they |
not to be made ““to take a bnok aeat,' uas
Andrew Johuson gaid ! If so, what i5 all this
congervative clamor aliout ?

But to return. ThLe number of persons
thus disfranchised is necessarily very small
compared with: the whole bulk of the com-
munity, It is the few, and npot the many, |
who hold office. To say, therefors, that Con-
gress hias disfranchised “‘the most’ of the
white people of the South is absurdly false.
It has done mo such thing. The vast majo-
rity of the people are as free to go to tha
volls and vote as they ever were. A Richwmond
Jetter-writer in the New York Herald, who
does mot conceal his hostility to the Recon- |
stroclion acte, estimates that in the whole
Btate of Virginia not more than live thou-
sand persons are digfranchised by the law
and his estimate accords with that made by
Giovernor Ilerpont and other responsibls
Southern authorities. The registration returns
themselves show that the masses of the white
people are not dlsfranchised. If it be ob- |
jected that the number of white voters regis- |
tered is not as large as might have been
anticipated from the population, the sufficlent |
answer i8 that suoch a result is due to the
fact that many of the Rebels have dopgr sdly ra- |
fused toberegistered. They had the opportunity |
to be anrolled, but they refused to embrage it.
If they are not voters, therefore, it is their
own fault, and they are not entitled to a par-
ticle of sympathy, The man who will not
take the trouble to conform to the reqaire-
ments of the law, and becomns duly registered
as n voter, does not degerve to vote. The faot
that this refusal to register was iu accordance
with the adviceof Northern Rebel £ympathizers
shows the hollowness of this cry of disfran-
chisement. Bupposs that the Demooratle
leaders in New York should urge their party
followers mot to register themselyes for the
coming election, could thay then turn round
after the time for registration Lua passed, and
oharge that they had been “ dlsfranchised 1"
Manifeatly not. Neither oan those Rebel mal.
contents at the Sonth who have stubbornly
refused to be registered, now complain if thuy
aro not allowed to vote,

The truth 18, it I8 not Rebel disfranchise-

ment but loya! enfranchisement that tronbles
thene conservative croakers. They behold in
that great measure of prac Lical atatesmanship
the downfall of the partissn oligarchy whioh
has hitherto raled and ruined the South.
Thoy see Ip it the loas of party power. 'l'hu.sn
are the mutterings snd grosus of expiring Aris-
tooracy that we hear. It dies hard, but its
hour Las come. Hepnblican demosravy,
based upon equal rights, 15 the rising power
in the South., B8lavery and ariatoeracy have
had their day. [t ls now the peopla’s taru to
rule,

fins a Naval Officer & Right to a Politi-
ol Opinion?

A cumious inatanoe of the exerciss of red tape
and tyranny has been farnished by the recent
aotion of the Navy Departmennt in regard to
the court-martinl of Kogineer George I
Sawyer. That officer waa oharged ‘“‘with
using lapguage disrespectful to the President
of the United States,'' was tried at Ports-
mouth, and sentenced to be “suspendad for
one year, lose thres-fourths of his salary, and
be publicly reprimanded by the Seoretary.’
The findiug of the Court is confirmed, and we
have a delectable homily from the grand-
dame of the Navy Department on the subjeoct of
the duty of officers in the service, The faots
of the onse, as developed by the trlal, alter
gemewhat the inference conveyed by Mr.
Wells, and remove much of the onlpability ol
Mr. Sawyor. It appears that s number of
officers engaged in a political discnssion, and
that Mr. Sawyer, in reply to a charge
that Congress was ‘“‘unjust,”” “‘tyrannical,”
and a “maurping body,” declared his belief
that ““Congress would fail of its duty unless
it impeached the President.” These words
were spoken in the heat of discussion, and
were in reply to equnally offensive remarks by
snother officer. lmmediately some tale-bearer
and time-gerver, one of those who are ever
ready to “erook the pregnant hinges of the
knee, that thrift may follow fawning,'’ reports
these remarks to the Seoretary, who hLas Mr,
SBawyer court-martialled and suspended. Bat
was anything done to those who denounced
Congress ! Were the men who declared a
covrdinate branch of the Government to be a
“usurping body’® held to answer ! Not at all.
le who merely exercised a citizen's right to
an opinion was disgraced, whils others equally
guilty were allowed to go unrebuked. Such
a decisionmay be good on technical grounds,
but it shocks the common sense of the country
to see what is a palpabls injustice go forth
with all the ganctimonious prating of that
thoronglly incompetent Cabinet officer. We
are pot surprised that Mr, Welles wauld like
to have all expreszions of public opinion
crughed ont, e wonld, doubtless, if he
could, compel ns to do reverence to the Ad-
minigtration, and from the very wording of
his order we see Low Lardly he tolerates oriti-
cism. Ie says, with ill-concesled regret, that
he camnot ivterfere with all alike, that *‘what-
aver latitude of denunciation or abusevivilians
way choose to indulge in with regard to the
authorities of the Government, officers of tha
Navy can claim no such privilege, even under
the plea that they havearight to expresa their
opinions on politieal subjects.”  Not baing
able, however, to deal so with “civilians,’ he
vents his spleen against those who are within
his reach, and suspends Mr. Sawyer,

But the mere fast whether or not the pun-
ishment in this partionlar case was just, sinks
into insignificance when compared with the
queistion as Lo whether or not an ofliver in the
gervice of the United States hias a right to en-
terlain political opinions, It resolves itself
into the guestion whether the oitizen
merged iuto the soldier or suilor, and the fact
thut he is gerving his country deprives him of
all right to an opinion as to what s most con-
dueive to her good.  We do not think it doss,
[f an officer was Lo go so far as to utter dis-
loyal gentiwents, or even sentiments grossly
ingulting to the Commander-in-Chiel of the
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forces of the United BStatez, we agree
with Mr. Welles that he is ‘““not ouly
wanting in the qualitica of a pgentle-

man, but iz wholly nufit for the military ser-
vice.”” Dut the present case does not fal)
uunder any euch depomination. The Honse of
Representatives had referred to a commiltee
the question of fmpeachment, The suljeoct
hal leen broachied and dizenszed in the Hall
of the people’s delegates. It wus before the
country, and it was not a disrespect to the
I'resident guch as wounld warrant a trial and
convigtion, It was merely the expression of
opinion on a gubject snitable for such an ex-
preszion, and on which every citizen had a
right to think as he pleased. A soldier was
i vitizen before he was a goldier, and in beeowm-
ing the latter he did not cease to Le the former.
Every oflicer; in any department of the Uov-
ernment, has clearly a right to think and
gpeak on political topics with freedom, so that
he does not insult his superior officer. And
that the other parties to the discnasion, those
who denounced Congress, werd nol repri-
manded, i3 a proof that Mr. Welles was seek-
jng to curry favor with AMr. Johnson, even at
the expense of justice, The Counrt whick found
the vordict were but tools of Mr. Welles, As
the New York Times well characterizes the
whole proceeding, it was ‘‘a remarkably piece
of officis]l toadyism;" and with ju:itim' adds
that, “if the Secretary undertikes to conrt-
inartial all officers who ‘speak disesspeotfally
of the President’ in these thmes, he will havoe
his hands full.”

The whole proceeding sevms 10 ud 20 nn-
called for and so ridioulous as to be only ex-
celled by the Turveydrop-like advive of
Ygld grandwother' Welles, when he adds,
with a fuency acquived by quoting from
“Habits of Good Soclety,’* that *'a naval ofll-
cer should be a gentleman in languuge and
deportment. Good sense snd good breeding
will slways engble any individual to express
Lis opinlons without giving just cause of
offense, and an officer who cannot do 8o is as
wuch deficient in those qualities as he 13 in &
“nse of milllary daty when he treats his
supsrior with disreapect.’’

_Hl'- Johnson instrusting the ofivers of the
Navy, through Lis Seoretary, in ‘‘langnage
and deportment,” is too good & scene Lo Pass
Ly ununoticed.  Would it not be well for Mr.
Welles to edit & work on the “language'’ proper

1o u gentlowan, as farpished by his superior,
and bave chapters devoted 1o guoh onption s
“dead duck,” s body hanging on the verge
of the Government,"” sud the liket And if
deportment {8 not sufliciently considered by

Tuorveydrop, then lst the inaugural address
of Mr. Johnson and his “deportment’’ on that
ovossion and the 224 of February be minutely
desoribed. If no photographs of the Presiden-
tial attitndes on those ooonsions were taken,
the cartes de virits of Burton or Clarke as
““Toodles’ would do just as well. But, by all
means, lot us have the red-tape work on
“deportment of gantlemen.''
